Two proposed methods for de- 
velopment of the residential area 
between Ninth street and Arrow 
highway from Third to Sixth 
avenues have ‘been propzsed and 
today The Upland News is pub- 
lishing diagrams illustrating the 
two proposals. . 

Development of the area: is 
Sponsored ‘by the Upland Plan- 
ning commission and on August 9 
a public meeting of commission- 
ers and property owners was held 
in the council chamber of the ‘city: 
hall at which both plans wer2| 
discussed. { 

At that meeting, 55 residents of 
the area agreed to develop the 
tract, to extend C and D streets 
eastwardiy from Third avenu> 
and to extend ,Fifth avenue to 
Washingtcn boulevard. 

The two plans were ‘explained 
by Charles Bliot, consultant 07 
the planning commissicn. | 

One, ‘which is labeled chart “A”,} 
proposes to extend both C and D 
streets from North Third avenue 
to North Sixth avenue. 

The other plan, labeled chart 
“B”, proposes to extend Wash- 
ington boulevard from Campus 
avenue to Fifth avenue, where |

forks to connect with C and D 
streets. C street is also extend- 
ed eastwardly to Sixth avenue. 

CHART “A” EXPLAINED 

In chart “A” the area between 
Third and Fifth avenues north of 
the Pacific Electric Railway com- 
pany tracks, is subdivided to 
have 15 lots facing northwardly 
on D street and 15 facing south- 
wardly on‘D street, while 17 lots 
remain on Arrow highway. Be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth avenues 
there are six Icts north of the 
proposed D street, five south, and 
five on Arrow highway. 

South of the tracks, 
would be developed along 
north side cf C street and 20 
south of the proposed streets The 
‘ast Ninth street lots would re- 
main as presently.

Arrow highway.

Yesterday was a scorcher. 
nottest day this year. Until 
day. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, the mercury touched 100 
degrees, the highest reco. ding 
this summer. At 8 o’clock this 
afternoon, that performance was 
repeated. It was 100 again. 

The heat mark just nipped the 
August high of 99 degrces. 

Sunday was a warm day, too, 
but not a record sm&sher. The 3 
bp. m. recordiny Sunday was 98 
degrees. 

Incidentally, temperature  re- 
cordings this summer are likely 
to estalish something of a record. 
In July, the temperatures ‘were 
four degrees higher cn the average 
than in July a year ago. 

Last month, August, 3 o’clock 
recordings of 90 degrces or more 
were made 18 times. In addition, 
the temperature went over 86 de- 
grees seven other days. 

In August, 1944, 90-dezree or 
more recordings were made 16 
times but there were also plenty 
of cocl days.
